It 
has now cxiſted from 1559. and never yet beefi pur in uſe by the Biſhops of 
Ely once; there has not wanted Occaſion in a Eemury and half. The Ma- 
ſters of the beſt poſthumous Characters, had in their ſeveral Times great 
Squabbles with ſome of their Fellows. Dr. Mhikgiſt, afterwards Archbiſhop 

of Canterbury, had long Contentions with Mr Cartwright, Margaret Pro- 
feſſor, and à great Party of the Houſe that Cartwright drew after him. 
Whitgift at laſt' expelled him, not ſtrictly ac@rding 70 Statute; yet Cart. 
vuriglt and his Friends uever once applied to rhe Biſhop of Ely, bar to Cecil. 
Chancellor of the Univerſity, where they found no Redrels. This is at 
large related in the Hiſtory of Dr. Stripe. 

Dr. Beaumont, Maſter in Eiizabeth's Time, has his Mates trait

V. It was declared by the late Queen Arne's Counſel, as in the Caſe a- 
bove ſtated, that the Crown was poſſeſſed of the general viſitatorial Power. 
Now that general Power comprehends the whole Society, and therefore in- 
cludes the Maſter himſelf? Bye how can the Maſter baye two Viſitors, the 
King as General, and the Biſhop as Particular. „ 
VI. A particular Viſitor with Power over the Maſter, and none over the 
Maſter's Accuſers, is a Monſtęr no where elſe to be ſeen, a Power to do him 
Miſchief, but none to do him Juſtice. If the A £20 prepalles ſuch a 
Viſitor, che Maſter may be expelled; if they fail, and all their Accuſations 
are found to be falſe, calumnious, malicious, yet they go off untouched, he 
has no Power over them: There is no ſuch Thing as this in any other Col- 
lege inthe World; it ſeems Nonſenſe in the very Terme, a Judge over one 
Side only; is againſt natural Right and Reaſon.

VII. No Wonder therefore, that ſuch a Statute as this has lain dormant 
and uſeleſs for an Age and an half, not once being exerciſed by any Bilhop of 
Eh, for which Obſoleteneſs there was another good Reaſon. 
The Words in the Statute are only theſe : Rem omnem aperiant Viſitatori 
Epiſcopo Elienſi, and coram prædicto viſitatore convictus; Let them lay the 
Matter before the Viſitor, the Biſhop of Eh, for the Time being. There 
was Senſe and Life in this, while Edward's laſt Statute een it, which 
conſtituted him Viſitor, Viftgror Epiſcopus Elienſis ſit. But that Statute bo- 
ing rejected and expunged by Elizabeth, this Statute immediately became 
ſenleleb and lifeleſs, fruſfrate and null; for there's no Sentence here that 3 
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Ati conftirütes thie Biſhop Viſitor, he is only Obiter, and incidentally caled *_ 
| {6; and tler the Maſter only ſubhected to him. But ſure the Crown does

VIII. Another good Reaſon why no Biſhop of Ely intermeddled upon this - 
Stature, was this. All che Mafters ſucceſſively have had their Patents for the 
Maſterſhip, durante Vita Naturali, during their natural Life. Theſe Pa- 
rents are under the Great Seal, as well as his 40® Statute of Elizabeth; and: 
being all given by thePrince v. are ſuperior to, and extinguiſh this old 
one. Would any Biſhop of E 8 undertake to judge Doctor Whitgift, 
Doctor Beaumont, Doctor Richardſon, though engaged in College Quarrels, 
to expel them ar Pleaſure with a Breath, who held their Place for Life under 
che Great Seal of England? As the Broad Seals permitting the Maſter's 


Marriage, have ſuperſeded Elizabeth's 394 Statute, which makes Marriage 
a Forfeiture of the Maſterſhip: So the Broad Seals giving the Place, durante 
Hita, have vacated this 40th Statute, which ſuhhects them to the Biſhops of 
Ely. A notable Inſtance of which, is a Clauſe in Philip and Mary's Statut, 
about the Royal Profeſſors, but not extant now in Elizabeth, by which the 
Univerſity is governed.

Place for Life, let him preſently loſe his Place Whar can this Cauſe mean leſs, | 
than that ſuch Letters, with durante Vita, would have fruſtrated all the pre- 
ceding Reaſons for turning him out. And from hence it appears, why Eli. 
zabeth, when ſhe added durante Vita to the Maſters Patents, commands the 
College Officers, ut admittant in ns 3 Collegii Trinitatis; 
that they ſhould admit him perpetual Maſter of Trinity College, which Ed. 
ward, who had made the Biſhop Viſitor, did not, and could not call him. 
IX. But here it may be ſaid, that Doctor John Mare, late Biſhop of Ely, 
did actually viſit upon this 40 Statute, and the preſent Maſter ſubmitted to 
that Viſitation. The Matter of Fact is this: A Party in the College, diſplea- 
ſed at ſome Regulations endeavoured by the Maſter, began to talk of this 40 
Ctatute, and to cabal abbur complaining to the Biſſidp of Ey. The — 
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hearing of this, went to Bilbap. Patrick, cen at Eh, te acquaint him Witdb 
their Deſign. The Biſhop tod him, he had never heard 57-5 that as Bi- 
ſhop of Ely, he had any Thing to do in the Royal College of Trinity; 
called his Secretary to him, aid bid him ſeeł if there was any Precedent of it 
in the Biſhop's Archives: Not one was found, not ſo much as a Copy there 
of Trinity College Statutes. Upon that the Maſter lent him one, and for that 
Biſhop's Time the Matter was dropped. But in his Succeſſor Doctor Mores 
Time, the Party found great Encouragement to apply to the Biſhop: A vaſt - 
Number of Articles about Dilapidations, not one of Immorality, Bribery or. 
Fraud, were exhibited againſt Maſter, and he ſummoned to anſwer them; but 
Proceedings were then ſtopped by an Inhibition from the Crown, which 
laſted about four Years. But the Maſter ſeeing that all Diſcipline and Stu- 
dies would be loſt in the if that Controverſy was not one Way or 
other decided, applied to the then Miniſtry, to take his Trial under any Vi- 
ſitor the Queen would pleaſe to appoint; or if none would be ſo appointed, 
that he might have Leave, Salvo Fure Regio, to be voluntarily tried under 
the Biſhop. Upon this the Inhibition was taken off, Hereupon the Bi- 
Thop being then at Ely, was applied to by joint Meſſengers on both Sides 
to make a Step to the Callege, and there he might end the Matter 
in two Days. This was not thought ſo proper, and 25 Houſe at London 
was pitched on, for r e that never appeared there.

X. They ſcarce ſcem ſerious, that offer to affirm that the Biſhop being 
called Yifitator in this 40® Statute, and manifeſtly reſtrained to the Maſter 
only; yet in Virtue of that Name alone becomes general Viſitor of the Col- 
lege, and a Viſnor unlimited and abſolute, confined to no Rules or Conditi- 
ons. A fine Notion indeed, but ſtrikes great Diſhonour on the Predeceſſors 
of Ely, who being authorized even by Elizabeth's Statutes, neglected to viſit 
for above 150 Years. By this acute Notion Queen Elizabeth was deceived, 
and gave the Biſhops twice as much Power, as ſhe had apprehended ſhe had 
taken away. But the Name 2 has, per ſe, no certain Signification, is 
an indefinite Idea of no comprehenſible Meaning, till it receives it from the 
Words adjun& to it. There no Species in Viſitors, they all are Individuals, 
and have their proper Powers deſcribed by each Founder, Time, Place, Per-
